Scant Risk Capital for Urban Renewal 


TE WIDTH of the gap that separ- 

ates the theorizing of bureacratic 
planners from economic reality is being 
more clearly defined with each passing 
week in Calgary, but 
no one is_ paying. 
much attention. The 
city is in the throes 
of a town planner's 
dream — .an urban 
renewal scheme 
financed mainly with 


somebody else's 
money. To ‘wit: that 
of the federal -and 


provincial govern- 
ments. The east end 
of the doyntown area is being torn 
apart. Bulldozers are clearing out old 
houses and stores to make way for new 
government. buildings.

Basie to town planning, however, is 
the idea that once the so-called slums 
are cleared away free enterprise will 
rush into: build — office——buildings, 
apartments and shopping centres. Un- 
happily, there isn’t a free enterpriser on 
the town-planning horizon. 

In fact, the free enterprising investors 
are just about.everywhere else. A huge 
$40,900,000 shopping complex has moyed 
ont of the planning stage on the far 
north: side of the city. Two of the 
couniry'’s largest retail establishments 
are going into it, among others. 

Another real-estate promoter tried to 
get a second development under way in 
the same general area. A third developer 
had plans for as large a complex in the 
same district. which_is near the new 
University of Calgary. > 

The city council, at the behest of the 
planners, turned down both of the latter 
shopping developments’ fpr several inter- 
esting reasons. It decided that there 
were ‘enough shopping cerfires« in. the 
area to serve the needs‘ of the residents. 
Further development would be a poor 
risk for those wanting to invest in them 
and would undermine investments made 
in pr: jects already in being or. approved. 
Thus: we have the spectacle of civil 


servants rushing out to save the great 
financial and mercantile institutions 
from the folly of risk-taking. 

important, for the planners, 
however, was their conviction that 
approval of further far away develop- 
mcnt would ~ discourage private invest- 
ment in their urban renewal area.

The theory here is that if they permit 
no more~ shopping centres -in the 
outskirts,- they will force investment 
capital to build shopping centres down- 
town. The fact is, of course, that 
investment capital goes where’ money is 
to be made. The universal experience of 
this continent is that money is to be 
made. ins newly developed 
centres, far from city centres}; where 
acres and acres of parking are available 
for the customers. ry 

Unhappily for the planners, the urban 
renewal area, in part by reason of the 
site clearing: geing on, is a low density 
population area, Ardund Its fringes, new 
slum areas are developing as a result of 


population push out from the urbarr- 


renewal area. 


Outside Attraction 


Thus, the economic surveyors em- 
ployed by risk eapital, can-find little that 
is attractive in the downtown area. They 
can fiod a lot that is attractive in the far 
Out's areas — well-heeled middle class 
householders with money to spend on 
young families, for one thing. ‘Large 
tracts of land for another, with room for 
expansion both upward and outward. 

Thus, as one-alderman sadly notes, 
nobedy. is battering at the doors for land 
in the downtown area. Indeed, one of the 
publi¢ bodies. which at first opted for the 
urban’ renewal: area is now thrashing 
around trying to get off the hook, 

It is the Mount Royal College, a 
junior college which. has been making 
great expansion plans, At first a huge 
governmént appropriation for new build- 
ings made the downtown site look 
attractive.

How ‘he fortunes of the 
battle went could best’ be 
judged by observing the de- 
bate on steel ~ production, 
which had, - even “under 
Khrushchev, led’ to’ the identi- 
fication of the military-politi- 
cal lobby as ‘‘metal eaters” in 
attaeks on them published in 
the Soviet press. 

After the fall of Khrushehev 
the steel production target 
was increased,”but last year 
the differences between 
Brezhnev and Kosygin on this 
issue were almost allowed to 
come out in public. At the 
party congress, Brezhnev con- 
demned (Khrushchev’s) ‘“‘in- 
correct viewpoint” that mod- 
ern. substitutes would reduce 
the need for steel, and 
announced that this error 
would now be put right — in 
the development of the steel 
industry. 

Kosygin, on the other hand, 
opened his remarks on steél 
by assuring the congress that 
the industry had ‘‘consider- 
able achievements’’ to its 
credit, and that in some ways 
it had even surpassed ‘‘the 
most developed capitalist 
countries."’ He was, in effect, 
challenging Brezhnév’s im- 
plied view that the country 
needed much more steel. 


Dubious Praise 


By last May -Brezhnev too 
came to praise the steel 
industry -- but only in order 
to bury Kosygin. He recalled 
that. before the last “war 
Russia was producing 18 
million tons of steel, that 
after the war this-rose to 60 
million, and. now it was a 
hundred million. 

The sting “was in the tail. 
“And = still”’ he said, 
cannot satisfy us.” 


It evidently satisfied Kosy- | 


gin,’ but not the military- 
political lobby. Although the 
Official steel target for. 1970 is 
124-129 million-tons, -Kosygin's 
planners had sabotaged it so 
effectively that the. party 
leadership-was constrained to 
issue a public rebuke to them.

Major Defeat 


If he had provided the 
necessary production capacity 
in the first place, there would 
have been no need last month 
to issue orders for a speed-up. 
The announcement was there- 
fore a major defeat for 
Kosygin, and a victory for the 
military-political. lobby, whose 
pressure on behalf of heavy 
industry was also a pressure 
for steel — and for a Soviet 
ABM ‘system. 

As -Krylov's: article showed 
at the beginning _ of.. last 
month, the victory of _ the 
military-political. lobby was 
confined to the steel issue - 
otherwise he would not have 
been able to denigrate pub- 
licly the efficacy of the ABM.

ROME—The ghost of Italy's 
Fascist past has just made an- 
other of its unwelcome, recur- 
rent entries into the news. 

In the normal way, it can 
be -ignored; but ‘the warm 
heart of the Italian people can 


.never resist a mother's plea, * 


even when the cara mamma 
con ned is the widow—now 
a white-haired Ti—of Benito 
Mussolini. 


No one understands this 
better than the late dictator's 
relict, who has combined her 
folksy, disinterest in 
with an acute sense of public 
relations over the years since 
her husband's death. ! 

First there was the question 
of his body.’Last seen hanging 


by the heels outside a Milan, 


garage. after Mussolini's 
execution by partisans while 
he-was trying to escape to 
Switzerland in April, 1945, it 
was moved from one secret 
graveyard to another until all 
trace of it was lost. 


Finally Won | 


This was a satisfactory 
solution for everyone except 
Mrs. Rachel Mussolini,. who 
insisted, year after year, on 
the production of the remains 
so that they might be given 
Christian burial. In 1957 she 


succeeded, ‘and the dictator 
now lies under a «marble 
monument near her villa at 


Carpena, on a hillside within 
sight of the Adriatic, 

Then the widow discovered 
that American scientists had 
taken fragments of the dic- 
tator’s brain for some kind of 
examination. Another battle 
began’ for their . recovery. 
Finally, an embarrassed U.S. 


attache from Rome drove-to- 


Carpena to give Mrs. Musso- 
lini, with -the ambassador's 
compliments, six test-tubes in 


a wooden. case. These, too, 
were — put—in--the——dictator's 
tomb, and again the flash- 


bulbs popped:

After that came the, dust-up, 
if one may so describe it, over 
the country. road. which leads 
up to her house. For years, 
during her nusband's lifetime, 
she had asked him to have it 
paved, but Mussolini felt his’ 
enemies might accuse him of 
considering his own con- 
venience when so many other 
roads required surfacing.

Argentine, and 
their sister Edda (widow of 
Fascist Foreign Minister 
Count-Ciano) is-often seen in 
Rome society. 

Mrs. Mussolini herself owns 
a restaurant near her house 
and a hotel much frequented 
by curious tourists. None of 
the family appear to be in 


need, so that surprise was 
caused by Mrs. Mussolini's 
recent claim’ for a_ state 


pension ‘‘to enable me to help 
my children.” 

The claim, she thought, 
might go more smoothly if it 
were settled behind the 
scenes. It was not, and the 
lawyers were called in to 
make it a public issue. 


Up to Cabinet 


The question has now 
reached cabinet level, and the 
ministers’ dilemma was well 
put by one of them this week: 
‘“Donna Rachel says her hus- 
band served his country for 20 
years, but we think it was the 
other way round,”’ 

Mrs, Mussolini, however, 
firmly believes that she has 
the law on her side. Previous 
claims have éstablished” the 
right of Italian soldiers’ de- 
pendents to pensions whatever 
side they fought on. Mussolini 
had. been promoted. by the 
King to ‘:Marshal of the 
Empire;" in addition; of 
course, he had been prime 
minister and much else, so 
that ‘if his widow’s claim is 
granted there will be huge 
arrears to pay. 

Many people suspect that 
Mrs. Mussolini has a fortune 
salted: away. Rumors of 
buried gold and jewels 
brought treasure-hunters from 
all over Ew after the war. 
They camped around Carpena 
and G@ug night and day, but in 
vain. Mrs. Mussolini denies 
having such a hoard, adding 
shrewdly, ‘‘But if I had would 
I hide it here?”
